To Hide Her Own Guilt This Woman of Un- 


usual Perspnal Charm and Strength of Intel- 
lect Consigned Her Friends to the Terror

of the Flames—Some Historians Attempt 


to Prove Her a Good Woman.

Naples, there can 
he no 
doubt. 


Petrarch and Bocaccio have.abund- 
antly testified, and others ot less 
fame have added their 
words ot 


adoration. 
Moreover, her aulhentc 


portraits are sufficient to prove her 
.to have been a woman of unusual 
loveliness. 


That sbo was possessed ot strong 


intellect' and force of character is 
attested by the history of her reign. 


These facts are undoubted. 
In 


addition ! some - very modern 
his- 


torians have attempted the enor- 
mous task 'of proving her a good 
woman. Learned monographs have 
been put forth to wipo away tho 
hideous stains that history h'as lelt 
on her fame. Like '-all 
beautiful 


women who have been hurled head- 
long from, high places, 
she 
has 


gained through the 
centuries, her 


admirers, aud in these iater chivhl- 
.rcus generations. she has had her 
champions willing to do bottle with 
trenchant pen 
to prove her 
the 


kindliest and most maligned ot.ic- 
niuies.— The-'case of .Mary of Scot- 
land-is such another, though Mary 
was a saint in comparison with, the 
Neapolitan. When, all has been said, 
when the apologists have put forth 
their utmost- endeavor, the sordid 
facts of history remain unshaken. 
Jeanne of Naples, most 
beautiful 


queen that ever graced a'throne, 
was unquestionably one of the uiuot 
wicked and . heartless - women . of 
whom there iSuany..aiithentic record. 


Robert the'Wise, greatest of .Nea- 


politan kings;-died in 134S. His son 
Charles had preceded him. to the 
heavenly homo of kings and peas- 
ants. The heir- was the wonderful 
and splendid Jeanne, daughter of 
Charles, -and the wise king's be- 
loved and pampered granddaughter. 
Jeanne .was just 16 years of age. 
- The house of /.njon had spread 
its tentacles far and. wide from its 
French place 'of 
origin. Robert 


ruled over the powerful kingdom of 
Naples, while : his - grand 
nephew, 


Lonis the Great, was king of the 
greater realm ot Hungary. Hi an 
effort to! reunite the branches of 
the Angevin'hoyse, Robert the Wiso 
brought about A marriage between 
his heiress, Jeanne, and 
Andrew, 


brother' ot the 'Hungarian king, 
when Jeanne 'Was but 14 arid her 
spouse only, a few years-her'elder. 


Two years later .Robert was dy- 


ing, and vague fears took possession 
ot-'bfs-soul.- Ho saw "tho little Jean- 
ne made tho victim of the ambition 
of the Hungarian 
king. Through 


Andrew, the .hoy. husband, Jic,fcar.ed_ 
tho Neapolitan realm would pass 
under the soverignty of Hungary, 
and that sweet little Jeanno' wouid 
be stripped of her qucenship. Tho 
moribund monarch caused a sped-, 
nl will to be promulgated, which 
specifically declared that Andrew 
should bo deprived of all 
royal 


honors, and recognized solely as 
Duke of Calabria and'consort ot tho 
little queen. Then Robert died. 


Tho Hungarian Influence In Na- 


ples was strong, nnd King 1-ouls, as 
soon aa he learned of the death.of 
Robert" set plans afoot for tho joint 
coronation of Jeanne and Andrew, 
giving tho young husband an equal 
share In the monarchy. It was not 
difficult of accomplishment, and tho 
royal 
children 
were 
pompously 


crowned king nnd queen. 
- 
An'drow was a likable and easy- 


Going' youth. He was unmistakably 
in love with his fascinating 
wife, 


and tried lii every way io win her. 
But Jeanno would have none ot him. 
She had bestowed her wayward af- 
fections on 
Raymond, -Count of 


Eboll, the handsome son of her old 
nurse and governess, Phillppa of 
Catania. To the girl queen Andrew 
was/distinctly 
irksome as a hus- 


band 
But as a comonarch he was 


quite unbearable. 
She felt herselt 


the solo rightful heir to the king- 
dom and developed so passionate a 
hatred tpV Andrew that she could 
not dlsgul»d1tevon on occasions .of 


Two years after her accession to 


the throno"Jeaune accomplished tho 
'•assassination ot Andrew. She flrsi 
assured herself ot -the compinm 
sympathy of tho Neapolitan popu- 
lace tor'their native queen, nnd then 
caused Andrew to be dragged from 
bed .at tho dead of night, done to 
death with a-scorn of wounds, and 
thrown from a bnlcony to bo found 
in n garden by panic-stricken servi- 
tors.

Naples, while It loved Its queen, 


nnd while It accepted her ImracdMto 


protestations of innocence; was hor- 
rilied at the ;crtme. Au'd Louis of 
Hungary, -learning of the details, 
set forth with a great- army to In- 
vado Uie realm of his fair cousin 
and inflict diro punishment upon 
"her for tho murder of his brother. 


Opposition to the Hungarian ad- 


vance proved worse than 
useless. 


The Neapolitan troops. were routed, 
or flocked to the banner of the in- 
vader. The IS-year-old -queen saw 
destruction staring her In the face, 
and with a desperate cruelty sho 
determined to avert tho catastrophe 
by the sacrifice of her friends. 


Jeanne- summoned Bertrand 
De 


Bans, chief justice of the kingdom, 
and en trusted, him with full power 
to search out :and punish the as- 
sassins ot Andrew. 
. . '. 


Uertrand undertook and 
carried 


through his work with a skill and 
discretion that lias 
seldom 
beeu 


equaled by any human chief justice^ 


His first victims wore Phillippa o'l" 


Catania, the aged nurse, governess 
and foster.-mother of the queen, and 
her beautiful granddaughter, Sau- 
cha, Countess of Terllzzi,.a girl of 
Jeanne's own 'age. who had -.been 
her playmate since earliest child- 
hood. Tho aged matron 
and tht 


tender young girl 
were arrestec 


from the'-very side of 
the" hypo- 


critical queen. The three, it is said, 
were engaged in embroidering, when 
the officers of Bertrand entered the 
palace and dragged away Philappa 
and the girl. They begged ill vain 
of their friend and sovereign to save 
them 
At Bcrtrand's. order, they 


were hurried to a place on the sea- 
shore, where guards had been post- 
ed to keen the people at a d stance. 
There for an entire day. Uie two 


earshot 'of their confessions or ac- 
nSon°' The wily Bert rand was 
t-kine no chances. 
It was all ar 


had been. more severe than 


entertainment,.for during the n ght 
Bertrand had apprehended Sanchas 
vounger sister, scarcely:more than 
a child, and had/without taking iho 
trouble to put her lo'thc prelimin- 
ary torture, condemned her to sut- 
fcr the fate ot. the queen s favorite.

Agates swung open, and a strong

tlons, was tortured no less severely 
than his mother and nieces;

city ho had 


hoped to rulo as king. Next came 
the domestic servants of the palace, 
male and female. And thereafter a 
goodly number of the highest nobles 
ot Naples, all whom Bortrand Do 
Baux could lay hands upon as even 
remotely suspected ot being- Impli- 
cated in the murder of- the king 
wore- consigned to tho flames. 


Having thus, as she 
conceived, 


made, atonement for 
her ' crime, 


Jeanne proceeded to marry in great 
liasto her kinsman.' Louis of Taran- 
to, who seems to have miraculously 
succeeded tho.-martyred Raymond 
as object of her love. But the King 
of Hungary did not check his ad- 
vance. 
With scarcely » show ot 


opposition he marched through tho 
Italian peninsula and occupied Na- 
ples, without oven a battle. A few 
days before tho occupation Jeanne 
and Louis ot Tarnnto -had 
taken 


ship and fled to 
Avignon. 
Their 


capital was left at the mercy of tho 
conqueror. 
.

Thorough as had been Jeanne's 


extirpation of her coconiplrators the 
Hungarian monarch found a goodly 
number'who had not been burned. 
Tho high admiral 
of the kingdom 


suffered 
death 'at Ixmls' -hands. 


Dona Concha, chamber lady of iho 
queen,' n girl whom Neapolitan re- 
pute rated as second in be»u!y only 
to tho queen herself, was morcllcsa- 
ly consigned to tho flames. • A reign 
of terror was established by tho 
conqueror, but he in turn yielded Io 
a terror greater than any "he could 


inspire. So many, were the corpses 
in Naples that the plague broke out, 
and the- Hungarian armies were 
hastily drawn otf and led back TiT 
their own land. Jeanne and Ixmis 
of Taranto returned, and were wel- 
comed as king and queen. 


But Louis of Hungary was a pcr- 


nistcut man, and his anger at his 
brother's murder was one of the 
great passions, of his life. He re- 
lufned pnco more to Naples, and this 
time Jeanne did not flee before his 
conquering armies. She agreed to 
stand trial before a papal court as 
to her guilt. The verdict was one of 


" acquittal. The Hungarian king, tem- 


porarily wearied of his search for 
vengeance, though by no means sat- 
isfied of Jeanne's innocence, retired 
to hia own kingdom to await a better 
opportunity. 


Ijouls of Taranto died in 1362, and 


nnn year lalcr Jcanno married
